The  new,  step  by-step  guid< 
is  incorporated  into  the  new 
teachers'  contract,  Copies  are 
availahle  in  the  schools. 

In  Ihe  past.  It  has  been  pos- 
sible for  a  parent  to  complain 
to  n  piincipal  and  to  ask  him 
not  to  tell  the  teacher  involved. 
Paremts  have  been  afraid  that 
the  teacher  would  take  it  out  on 
Johnny    the   next   day    in   class. 

Under  the  new  proce<Iure,  the 
principal  must  meet  with  the 
te.ncher  and  outline  the  full  na- 
ture [>r  the  complaint.  Together, 
Ihey  will  try  to  solve  it  inform- 
ally and  the  teacher  has  the 
right  to  be  represented  by  the 
PRF.A  Mhe  teachers'  organiza- 
tion! at  this  or  any  other  meet- 


If  this  doesn't  work,  the  teach- 
er can  ask  for  a  conference  with 
the  complaint.  It  might  be  a  stu- 
dent or  indeed  anyone,  but  is 
most   likely  to  be  a  parent. 

The  situation  then  moves  along 
through  review  by  the  principal, 
submission  in  writing  by  teach- 
er or  complaint  to  the  principal 
with  copies  to  the  superinten- 
dent; conference  with  superin- 
tendent; the  superintendent's 
Tf commendation,  in  wriiting,  to 
the  board  and  finally,  a  meeting 
with  the  board. 

If  the  problem  still  hasn't  been 
solved,  the  grievance  machin- 
•  Tv  of  the  teachers'  contract  can 
be  started,  although  everybody 
ho|>es  it  won't  go  that  far. 

Incidentally,  this  new  proced-
